The ground shook under thousands 
of feet. The funeral of Hindenburg 
was over. 
It was such a funeral as the 


world has not seen in our genera- 
tion. It lasted exactly one hour 
but in that hour was packed the 
history of three generations—Hind- 
enburg's lifetime. 
Every man of rank In German; 


was there with one exception. Tha 
exception was Ludendorff, who alsi 
was a victor at Tannenberg. Luden 
dorff had hated Hindenburg eve 
since the latter became president 
Ludendorff considered himself chief 
ly responsible for the Tannenber 
triumph.

Funeral Ceremony. 


Precisely at the stroke of eleven 


Hindenburg's family entered the 
arena. Colonel Oscar von Hinden- 
burg, the field marshal's only son, 
led his wife and his two sisters, 
heavily veiled, while five grand- 
children dressed in white clung to 
their hands. They took seats di- 
rectly facing Hitler's podium. 
Around them was a sea of color.

N ALL of the complications and threats of war in the recent 


Austrian outbreak one .familiar name was missing. 
It re- 


mained for a diplomat of Yugoslavia to rescue that name from 
contemporary oblivion. 
The statement given out by the Yugo- 


slavian legation in Berlin said in part: 


" The Yugoslav government is of the opinion that, in case 


of special complications, the League of Nations is the only com- 
petent authority to decide on the Austrian question as an inter- 
national problem. 
Every other one-sided measure or interven- 


tion would be a violation of peace treaties and could produce 
further consequences." 


*

But there has been no disposition on the part of the great 


powers interested in the Austrian situation to refer the problem 
to the League for settlement. 
The failure to do so can only 


mean one thing, and that is that the big nations of Europe have 
lost confidence in the League as an instrument for assuring the 
peace of the dark and bloody continent.

The fact is, of course, that the League has failed in most 


every great crisis, since the organization was set up at Geneva. 
It has been steadily losing prestige. The Manchurian fiasco, in 
which Japan openly defied the League, almost brought about 
its collapse. 
It is more than probable that the Austrian difficul- 


ties will demolish whatever prestige as an instrument of peace 
that it has left.

There would seem less reason than ever, therefore, why 


Uncle Sam should embrace membership in the League, but'more 
reasons why he should remain aloof from this international po- 
litical organization. 
The future of Europe does not look any 


too rosy. Uncle Sam, with his drouth, his mounting deficit, and 
his prospect for higher taxes has enough at home to occupy his 
attention for the next several years. 
Let Europe solve its own 


problems. 
And if, by any unexpected chance, the League can 


help more power to it. From afar, we give it our best wishes.

WHAT OF LEAGUE OF NATIONS? 


I 


N ALL of the complications and threats of war in the recent 


Austrian outbreak one .familiar name was missing. 
It re- 


mained for a diplomat of Yugoslavia to rescue that name from 
contemporary oblivion. The statement given out by the Yugo- 
slavian legation in Berlin said in part: 


" The Yugoslav government is of the opinion that, in case 


of special complications, the League of Nations is the only com- 
petent authority to decide on the Austrian question as an inter- 
national problem. 
Every other one-sided measure or interven- 


tion would be a violation of peace treaties and could produce 
further consequences." 
* 
* * 


But there has been no disposition on the part of the great 


powers interested in the Austrian situation to refer the problem 
to the League for settlement! The failure to do so can only 
mean one thing, and that is that the big nations of Europe have 
lost confidence in the League as an instrument for assuring the 
peace of the dark and bloody continent. 


* 
* * 


The fact is, of course, that the League has failed in most 


every great crisis, since the organization was set up at Geneva. 
It has been steadily losing prestige. The Manchurian fiasco, in 
which Japan openly defied the League, almost brought about 
its collapse. It is more than probable that the Austrian difficul- 
ties will demolish whatever prestige as an instrument of peace 
that it has left. 


*

There would seem less reason than ever, therefore, why 


Uncle Sam should embrace membership in the League, but more 
reasons why he should remain aloof from this international po- 
litical organization. 
The future of Europe does not look any 


too rosy. 
Uncle Sam, with his drouth, his mounting deficit, and 


his prospect for higher taxes has enough at home to occupy his 
attention for the next several years. Let Europe solve its own 
problems. 
And if, by any unexpected chance, the League can 


help more power to it. From afar, we give it our best wishes. 
But we wish to remain afar.

toll, is the direct reverse of this. Men who never lose sight of safety 
when at work, become careless and reckless. when they get behind the 
wheel of a car. Men who would never think of taking a chance in 
handling a piece of factory machinery, will try to save five minutes on 
the drive home by cutting corners, passing on curves and at intersections 
or doing one of the many other things which cause our annual automo- 
bile death toll of 30-bdd thousand.

There is a sound reason for this contrast. In our factories man- 


agements have made every effort to instill "safety consciousness" into 
workers, and they have succeeded. They have found that guarding and 
perfecting machinery is important-but that the proper attitude of 
knowledge and watchfulness on the part of those who run the ma- 
chines, is vastly more important. 


A percentage of automobile drivers, on the other hand feel little 


sense of responsibility when they start out. Consciously or unconscious- 
ly, they figure that it is up to the "other driver" to take precautions. 
And the inevitable result of that attitude is a soaring automobile acci- 
dent record. 


Make "safety first" your motto when in your car, as it would be 


tt your work if you were a factory employe. Remember that no piece of 
machinery Is more potentially dangerous than the automobile 
That is 


the way to lower America's highway carnage.

During recent years the accident rate in industry has gone stead- 
fly downward. There is a constantly growing list of manufacturing in­ 
dustries employing thousands of men which operate for month after 
month without a single serious mishap. 
The accident experience of individuals, measured by the automobile 
toll, is the direct reverse of this. 
Men who never lose sight of safety 
when at work, become careless and reckless W’hen they get behind the 
wheel of a car. 
Men who would never think of taking a chance in 
handling a piece of factory machinery, will try to save five minutes on 
the drive home by cutting corners, passing on curves and at intersections, 
or doing one of the many other things which cause our annual automo­ 
bile death toll of 30-odd thousand. 
There is a sound reason for this contrast. In our factories, man­ 
agements have made every effort to instill “safety consciousness” into 
workers, and they have succeeded. They have found that guarding and 
perfecting machinery is important—but that the proper attitude of 
knowledge and watchfulness on the part of those who run the ma­ 
chines, is vastly more important. 
A percentage of automobile drivers, on the other hand, feel little 
sense of responsibility when they start out. Consciously or unconscious­ 
ly, they figure that it is up to the “other driver” to take precautions. 
And the inevitable lesult of that attitude is a soaring automobile acci­ 
dent record. 
Make “safety first" your motto when in your car, as it would be 
m your work if you were a factory employe. Remember that no piece of 
machinery is more potentially dangerous than the automobile.

GIRL IS TAKEN

in order to "finish off" a wounded 
gangster's girl lying there, was ex- 
posed to the public today by federal 
agents.

disaster to the scores of patients in 
the 
institution, 
was abandoned 
when the wounded gun "moll", Mrs. 
Leonora Gosslyn Fontaine, 29, was- 
moved under heavy guard to Wash- 
ington, D. C. 


To Seal Lips

cy was to seal the lips of Mrs. Fon- 
taine, who deserted her husband in 
Montreal, Can., to pursue the career 
of a gangster's girl.

The plot was revealed by detect- 


ives in Washington, who obtained 
their information from an anony- 
mous "stool pigeon", federal agents 
nere said. 


In an apparent effort to prevent 


her from "squealing", Mrs. Fontaine 
was kidnaped and, 
taken 
from 
Washington to an upper Darby 


apartment where she was shot and 
critically wounded last April 26. 


For weeks she lay in serious con- 


dition in the Delaware county hos- 
pital. When her condition permit- 
ted, she was secretly transferred to 
Washington where information she 
supplied led to the apprehension of 
the remaining living members of the 
gang of mail robbers, hijackers and 
killers with which the Canadian 
fugitive wife had associated herself. 


Friend Of Leader 


Mrs. Fontaine, authorities said, 


was the companion of the gang's 
leader. "Big George" Phillips, who 
was shot and killed in a battle with 
policemen in Washington on April 
12. Shortly thereafter, Phillips' fol- 
lowers, fearing Mrs. Fontaine would 
"squeal", spirited her away to upper 
Darby where the attempt on her life 
was made. 


While she was in the hospital a 


gunman tried to reach her bedside 
to complete the assassination, but a 
hospital clerk frustrated the effort. 


All remaining members of the 


gang, authorities announced, are 
either dead or under arrest. Robert 
Mais, 28, declared to have been the 
"trigger man" who shot Mrs. Fon- 
taine, was captured in Baltimore on 
'uly 4 together with another man 
and a woman.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 7—A plan 


to dynamite the Delaware County 
hospital In suburban Upper Darby 
in order to "finish off" a wounded 
gangster's girl lying there, was ex- 
posed to the public today by federal 
agents. 


The ploto to plant a dynamite 


bomb in the hospital, the explo- 
sion of which might have caused a 
disaster to the scores of patients in 
the 
institution, was abandoned 


when the wounded gun "moll", Mrs. 
Leonora Gosslyn Fontaine, 29, was 
moved under heavy guard to Wash- 
ington, D. C. 


To Seal Lips 


Purpose of the bombing conspira- 


cy was to seal the lips of Mrs. Fon- 
taine, who deserted her husband in 
Montreal, Can., to pursue the career 
of a gangster's girl. 


The plot was revealed by detect- 


ives in Washington, who obtained 
their Information from an anony- 
mous "stoo! pigeon", federal agents 
here said. 


In an apparent effort to prevent 


her from "squealing", Mrs. Fontaine 
was kidnaped and, taken 
from 
Washington to an upper Darby 


apartment where she was shot end 
critically wounded lost April 26. 


For weeks she lay in serious con- 
dition in the Delaware county hos- 
pital. When her condition permit- 
ted, she was secretly transferred to 
Washington where information she 
supplied led to the apprehension of 
the remaining living members of the 
gang of mail robbers, hijackers and 
killers with which the Canadian 
fugitive wife had associated herself. 


Friend Of Leader 


Mrs. Fontaine, authorities said, 


was the companion of the gang's 
leader, "Big George" Phillips, who 
was shot and killed In a battle with 
policemen in Washington on April 
12. Shortly thereafter, Phillips' fol- 
lowers, fearing Mrs. Fontaine would 
"squeal", spirited her away to upper 
Darby where the attempt on her life 
was made. 


While she was in the hospital a 


gunman tried to reach her bedside 
to complete the assassination, but a 
hospital clerk frustrated the effort.

NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—In the last 


lew months 
a "new deal bear 


crowd" has sprung up in Wall Street, 
just as a Hoover bear group came 
into being during the dark market 
days of the preceding administra- 
tion. 


It is an unusual situation that 


knov.-s no historical parallel—where 
two successive national administra- 
tions of different political faith have 
won through their acts the cnimity 
of financial interests. 


There is, though, a wide difference 


between the Hoover bears and the 
New Deal market bruins. Both are 
as bitter and "sour" on their respec- 
tive administrations, but they carry 
on their operations differently. 


Short Sales. 


In the days of Hoover, a large 


downtown group, individually and 
collectively, 
used 
to swamp 
the 


market with short sales every time 
the president or one of his chief 
lieutenants made a speech. 
They 


carried on their operations openly 
and cleaned up millions of dollars 


The New Deal bears include some 


of the nation's most important spec- 
ulators and gamblers, but they are 
not the chief part of the group The 
chief bears are the important bank- 
ing interests, the large individual 
and institutional investors, the cor- 
poration 
executives and business 
men. 


Buy Certain Stocks. 


In the past, these interests, along 


with the speculators, would step into 


a declining market and buy up cer- 
tain support 
stocks, when they 


, thought the time was right. There 
i was nothing philanthropic about the 
operation. They did it for a profit 
but at the. same time they helped 
to stabilize the markets. 


Now, because of their sourness on 


the New Deal, they will not risk 
their capita! nor put themselves In a 
position to have some governmental 
alphabetical agency "crack down" 
on them. 


Work Many Ways. 


These groups also "bear" the mar- 


ket in another way. They sell se- 
curities in industrial corporations 
and public utilities and railroads 
and buy speculative gold mining 
and silver and commodity stocks as 
well as 
commodities 
themselves 


They also sell American securities 
to buy European or Canadian stocks 


some of the more daring sell short

the advent of J.2 for every 
man, 


woman and child in Pennsylvania, 
but only a quarter's worth of legal 
hard liquor every four weeks! 


These mythical per cepita aver- 


ages 
were revealed 
today 
from 


figures showing tax receipts for the 
sale of the amber "suds," and from 
sales reports of the state liquor 
stores. 


Since the state began taxing malt 


beverages $1.24 a barrel on May 5, 
1933, 
collections have amounted to 


$7,147,065.10, equivalent to tax pay- 
ment on 178,676,638 gallons. Month- 
ly collections have ranged from the 
low figure of $254,646.78 last Febru- 
ary to the high period of $836,187.34 
in July of this year. 


On a per capita consumption basis, 


officials in the department of reve- 
nue pointed out, this means 18 gal- 
lons of beer and ale for each per- 


son in the state during the 15 
months since the legalization of 3.2, 
or about five quarts a month. 


Figures Not Accurate. 


The state liquor stores have sold 


nearly $20,000,000 worth of liquor 
since they opened on January 2 of 
this year. A per capita figure for 
Pennsylvania's 10,000,000 population 
is $2 for seven months ,or slightly 
more than a quarter's worth a 
month. 


The liquor figures, however, can 


hardly be said to accurately indi- 
cate the state's per capita consump- 
tion, according to officials of the 
liquor board. It was pointed out 
that the seven months represented 
include the hottest part of the year 
when hard liquor drinking Is at its 
lowest ebb and Include the forma- 
tive weeks of the stores system when 


! Bales were far lower than average. 
' 
Interesting to note, officials de- 


clared, is the fact that beer tax 
revenues for the current biennium 
likely will exceed advance estimates 
of 
$10,000,000 by a considerable 
.amount.

Beer Consumption 
Leads Hard Liquor

. HARRISBUHG, 
Aug. 7.— Five 


quarts of beer every morning since 
the advent of ,3.2 for every man, 
woman and child in Pennsylvania, 
but only a quarter's worth of legal 
hard liquor every four weeks! 


These mythical. per cepita aver- 


ages were revealed today 
from 


figures showing tax receipts for the 
sale of the amber "suds," and from 
sales reports of the state liquor 
stores. 


Since -the state began taxing malt 


beverages $1.24 a barrel on May 5, 
1933, 
collections have amounted to 


$7,147,065.10, equivalent to tax pay- 
ment on 178,676,638 gallons. Month- 
ly collections have ranged from the 
low figure of $254,646.78 last Febru- 
ary to the high period of $836,187.34 
in July of this year. 


On a per capita consumption basis, 


officials in the department of reve- 
nue pointed out, this means i8 gal- 
lons of beer and ale for each per- 


son in the state during the 15 
months since the legalization of 3.2 
or about five quarts a month. 


Figures Not Accurate. 


The state liquor stores have sold 


nearly $20,000,000 worth of liquor 
since they opened on January 2 of 
this year. A per capita figure for 
Pennsylvania's 10,000,000 population 
is $2 for seven months ,or slightly 
more than a quarter's worth 
month. 


The liquor figures, however, can 


hardly be said to accurately indi- 
cate the state's per capita consump- 
tion, according to officials of the 
liquor board. It was pointed out 
that the seven months represented 
include the hottest part of the year 
when hard liquor drinking is at its 
lowest ebb and include the forma- 
tive weeks of the stores system when 
sales were far lower than average. 


Interesting to note, officials de- 


clared, is the fact that beer tax 
revenues for the current biennium 
likely will exceed advance estimates 
of $10,000,000 by a considerable 
amount.

quarts of beer every m orning since 
the advent o f j .2 for every 
man, 
woman and child in Pennsylvania, 
but only a quarter’s worth of legal 
hard liquor every four weeks! 
These m ythical per cepita aver­ 
ages 
were 
revealed 
today 
from 
figures showing tax receipts for the 
sale of the am ber “suds,” and from 
sales reports of the state liquor 
stores. 
Since the state began taxing m alt 
beverages $1.24 a barrel on May 5, 
1933, collections have am ounted to 
$7,147,065.10, equivalent to tax pay­ 
m ent on 178,676,638 gallons. M onth­ 
ly collections have ranged from the 
low figure of $254,646.78 last Febru­ 
ary to the high period of $836,187.34 
in July of this year. 
On a per capita consumption basis, 
officials in the departm ent of reve­ 
nue pointed out, this means 18 gal­ 
lons of beer and ale for each per­ 


son in the state during the 
15 
m onths since the legalization of 3.2, 
or about five quarts a m onth. 
Figures Not Accurate. 
The state liquor stores have sold 
nearly $20,000,000 worth of liquor 
since they opened on January 2 of 
this year. 
A per capita figure for 
Pennsylvania’s 10,000,000 population 
is $2 for seven m onths ,or slightly 
more 
th an a quarter’s worth 
a 
m onth. 
The liquor figures, however, can 
hardly be said to accurately indi­ 
cate the state’s per capita consump­ 
tion, according to officials of the 
liquor board. 
I t was pointed out 
th a t the seven m onths represented 
include the hottest part of the year 
when hard liquor drinking is a t its 
lowest ebb and include the form a­ 
tive weeks of the stores system when 
sales were far lower th an average. 
Interesting to note, officials de­ 
clared, is the fact th a t beer tax 
revenues for the current biennium 
likely will exceed advance estim ates 
of 
$10,000,000 
by 
a 
considerable 
amount.

an afternoon for six months for ten 
or twelve thousand dollars and who 
not only has his expenses paid for 
several weeks each spring but also 
for half the season when his team 
is on the road.

ways been underpaid even at $80,000 
but I'm equally sure many of the 
others have been overpaid. 


' Major league salaries today are 


almost at their peak. They average 
around $8,000, whiih is about twice 
what the average was when Ruth 
began packing the ball parks. 


"Baseball salaries always have 


been out of line, but nothing much 
can be done about individual cases 
of injustice. For instance, no chron- 
ic tailend club could begin to pay 
c. player what a consistent winner 
could pay him. That is why we have 
men getting only half as much as 
others of half their ability. 


"Baseball is now paying for its 


past mistakes. 
The two leagues 


should have set up a sinking fund 
in prosperous years but they didn't 
and now they aie almost broke. Even 
the sinking fund Judge Landis con- 
trols has shrunk to small propor- 
tions, so that it is almost impossible 
for the leagues to aid individual 
clubs, and as a result these clubs 
must make drastic" retrenchments or 
sink. 


"Therefore, you may expect to 


he..r some awful wails of anguish 
from, the poor downtrodden wage 
slave of the diamond who can hard- 
ly afford to devote a couple of hours 
an afternoon for six months for ten 
or twelve thousand dollars and who 
not only has his expenses paid for 
several weeks each spring but also 
for half the season when his team 
is on the road. 


"But, wails or no wails, when Ruth 


goes, those high salaries are going 
with him and It will be a long time 
before they come back."

NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—The fans 
will miss Babe Ruth next year but 
his brother ball tossers will miss 
him far more, for when the Babe 
passes, the high salaries for v/hich 
he was responsible wdll pass with 
him. 
A major league official today said 
the major league clubs already are 
planning drastic cuts for next sea­ 
son and if the hired hands don’t like 
it, they will have to find more luc­ 
rative fields for their talents. 
Despite increased attendance in 
several cities only a few major 
league clubs will make money this 
i year. 
Detroit, New York and Bos- 
j ton in the American league, and 
I New York and Chicago in the Na- 
I tional are sure to finish in the black. 
! The Indians, Pirates and Cardinals 
1 might possibly break even but the 
; rest are almost a sure parlay to 
1 finish in the red. 
“I’ll admit,” said the aforemen­ 
tioned official, “th at Ruth has al­ 
ways been underpaid even at $80,000 
but I ’m equally sure many of the 
others have been overpaid. 
‘ Major league salaries today are 
almost at their peak. They average 
around $8,000, which is about twice 


began packing the ball parks. 
“Baseball 
salaries 
alwrays 
have 
been out of line, but nothing much 
can be done about individual cases 
of injustice. For instance, no chron­ 
ic tailend club could begin to pay 
a player w?hat a consistent winner 
could pay him. That is why we have 
mc:i getting only half as much as 
others of half their ability. 
“Baseball is now paying for its 
past mistakes. 
The two leagues 
should have set up a sinking fund 
in prosperous years but they didn’t 
and now they are almost broke. Even 
the sinking fund Judge Landis con­ 
trols has shrunk to small propor­ 
tions. so that it is almost impossible 
for the leagues to aid individual 
clubs, and as a result these clubs 
must make drastic retrenchments or 
sink. 
“Therefore, you may expect to 
het.r some awful wails of anguish 
from the poor downtrodden wage 
slave of the diamond w'ho can hard­ 
ly afford to devote a couple of hours 
an afternoon for six months for ten 
or twelve thousand dollars and w'ho 
not only has his expenses paid for 
several weeks each spring but also 
for half the season when his team 
is on the road. 
“But. wails or no avails, wlien Ruth 
goes, those high salaries are going 
with him and it will be a long time 
before they come back.”

IN 


POULTRY HOUSES 


On a recent survey made on Penn- 


sylvania farms, it was the 'usual 
practice to have too few nests for 
the laying birds. The ratio ranged 
from seven to ten layers per nest 
and on some farms even less nests 
were available. Five hens uer nest is 
better. 


When more nests are provided it 


is easier to keep them clean and 
there will be less broken and soiled 
eggs. When hens are 
continually 


on the nests, the eggs laid are kept 
warm until gathered and their qual- 
ity deteriorates before 
they 
are 


taken out of the nests. If the nests 
are vacated at times, the eggs in the 
nest have a chance to cool. Prompt 
cooling helps much to retain egg qual- 
ity. Dick Critchlow, a breeder of New 
Hampshire Reds, of Butler County 
stated, "We have found that fre- 
quent gathering and lots of clean 
nests prevent lots of dirty eggs." 


BUD FRUIT TREES NOW FOR 


BEST RESULTS 


Many farmers have young fruit 
trees of inferior or unsatisfactory 
varieties which they would like to 
change over to more profitable sorts. 
This is particularly true of sweet 
cherries, the growers finding that 
very satisfactory trees may be ob- 
tained by top-working and trans- 
planting the native wild seedings 
found on their farms.

somwhat more difficult with the 
plum and cherry, and almost impos- 
sible with the peach. -

the first time, the same

ly done. 


WASH SILKS AND RAYONS TO 
PRESERVE FIBER AND COLOR 
Do you discard, without reading, 


the tags giving washing directions 
for the silk or rayon garments you 
buy? asks Miss Eleanor Drury, Home 
Economics Extension Representative 
Don't, for there is a reason for fol- 
lowing these directions. They reac 
something like this: Use lukewarm 
water and a milk 
soap. Handle 


gently, do not twist or rub. Use a 
second suds for badly soiled gar- 
ments. Use lukewarm rinse water. 


A milk, or neutral soap is one 


which does not contain an excess 
amount of the strong lye (alkali) 
used in making soap. In the case of 
silk garments, hot water 
and a 
strong soap would weaken the fiber 
and turn it yellow. Wash 
gently 


squeezing or kneading the garments 
To dry them quickly squeeze out the 
water, roll the garment in a bath 
towel and knead to 
remove 
the 


water. In washing a print or colorec 
material which has a tendency to 
"run" dry quickly by shaking gently 
says Miss Eleanor Drury. 


If the garments are made of one 


of the man-made fibers (rayon) the 
method is the same though the rea- 
son is different. These fibers lose 
much of their strength when wet 
(tp-70%). This explains why twist- 
ing, rubbing, or hanging are apt to 
tear them. When dry the fibers re- 
gain their strength. 


Do not use a hot iron for either 


silk or rayons. It turns silk yellow 
and some of the man-made fibers 
melt under a hot iron. Nearly al! 
silks and rayons should be ironed 
when slighty damp, or almost dry. 


Hose and undergarments will wear 
longer and look- better if washed 
after each wearing, Miss Eleanor 
Drury concludes.

V/HY AIR-CELLS IN EGGS GET 


LARGER 


Air cells in eggs are located be- 


tween the outer and 
inner shell 


membrane and they increase in size 
as the egg contents escape through 
the shell. These egg contents es- 
cape in the form of gases and mois- 
ture, and the escape is more rapid 
in warm and dry atmospheres. The 
Canadian Department of Agricul- 
ture explains this change as fol- 
lows: 


"The egg contents can pass out 


through both membrances and the 
shells. This reduces the volume of 
yolks and whites in the eggs and 
the incoming air passes into 
tho 


eggs only through the shells and 
outer membranes into the air cells. 
This air presses against the inner 
membranes and forces them to re- 
cede with the yolk and whites as 


. evaporation takes place. When the 
air cells get larger there are separa- 
tions between the two membranes, 
which follow even, unbroken lines 
in normal eggs. The shell pores in 
eggs kept in water glass are closed 
up which prevent the egg contents 
from escaping and the air to enter. 
For this reason water glass eggs re- 
tain the same sized air cells." 


Tremulous air cells are caused by 


uneven separations of the mem- 
branes, and they are more likely in 
eggs that are handled 
roughly or 


shipped long distances. Floating air 
cells are caused by wide separations of 
the membranes around the con- 
tents of the eggs. These air cells 
that change 
positions 
with 
the 


movement of the eggs are also call- 
ed moving cells. 
It is difficult to candle eggs with 


air cells to determine the color of 
the yolks and the strength of the 
whites. This throws the eggs into 
the lower grades. Floating air cells 
can be kept to a minimum by care- 
ful handling and packing the eggs 
•with the small ends down.

Budding is a successful method of 


changing the variety of all of our 
common grown Pennsylvania tree

complishe4 with the apple arid pear, 
somwhat more difficult with the 
plum and cherry, and almost impos- 
sible with the peach. .

"taken" or failed. In case of failure 
the first time, the same tree or 
limb may be budded again during 
the same season.

HAVE PLENTY OF 
NESTS 


POULTRY HOUSES 


On a recent survey made on Penn- 


sylvania farms, it was the 
usual 


practice to have too few nests for 
the laying birds. The ratio ranged 
from seven to ten layers per nest 
and on some farms even less nests 
were available. Five hens per nest is 
better. 


When more nests are provided it 


is easier to keep them clean and 
there will be less broken and soiled 
eggs. When hens are 
continually 


on the nests, the eggs laid are kept 
warm until gathered and their qual- 
ity deteriorates before 
they 
are 


taken out of the nests. If the nests 
are vacated at times, the eggs in the 
nest have a chance to cool. Prompt 
cooling helps much to retain egg qual- 
ity. Dick Critchlow, a breeder of New 
Hampshire Reds, of Butler County 
stated, "We have found that fre- 
quent gathering and lots of clean 
nests prevent lots of dirty eggs." 


BUD FRUIT TREES NOW FOK 


BEST RESULTS 


Many farmers have young fruit 


trees of inferior or unsatisfactory 
varieties which they would like to 
change over to more profitable sorts. 
This is particularly true of sweet 
cherries, the growers finding that 


1 very satisfactory trees may be ob- 
tained by top-working and trans- 
planting the native wild seedings 
found on their farms. 


July and August are 
the 
best 


months to bud fruit trees, though 
in some seasons the work may be 
continued into 
early 
September. 


During this period the two condi- 
tions necessary for successful bud- 
ding are most 
readily 
obtained, 


namely: (1) the buds on the cur- 


! strong soap would weaken the fiber 
and turn it yellow.

water. In washing a print or colored 
material which has a tendency to 
"run" dry quickly by shaking gently, 
says Miss Eleanor Drury. 


If the garments are made of one 


of the man-made fibers (rayon) the 
method is the same though the rea- 
son is different. These fibers lose 
much of their strength when wet 
(tp-70%). This explains why twist- 
ing, rubbing, or hanging are apt to 
tear them. When dry the fibers re- 
gain their strength. 


Do not use a hot iron for either 


silk or rayons. It turns silk yellow, 
and some of the man-made fibers 
melt under a hot iron. Nearly all 
silks and rayons should be ironed 
when slighty damp, or almost dry. 


Hose and undergarments will wear 


longer and look- better if washed 
after each wearing, Miss Eleanor 
Drury concludes.
